Now that which man ſeeks after with 
reference, ſtill to a further End, hee defires it with ſuch meaſure 
as to that End is both fitting and conuenient: but that which he

infinit;ſo that vnleſſe that laſt good deſired altogether for it ſelf, 


be likewiſe infinite, he erres in his choice, and miſtakes his End, 
as do they that place their Summum Bomm, and chiefeſt happines 
in wealth, honor, & worldly piæaſure. Nothing may be infinitely de- 
ſired, but that good, which indeed is infinite in it ſelfe, for the bet- 
ter, the more to bee deſired; that therefore to be moſt deſired, 

wherein there is alwaies infinity of Goodneſſe, ſo that where any 
thing deſireable is infinite, that mult needs be of all things that 
can v5 the moſt defired, But no Good is or can bee infinite ſaue 
Gop, He therefore our Summum Bomum, our higheſt happines & 
perfect bliſſe. Now deſire tends alwaies to vniõ with that which 
is deſired, for it is not the bare poſſeſſion of good that cauſeth hap- 
pines, but the vſe and fruition being once obteined. Happineſſe 
then is that eſate wherein wee ſo inioy the higheſt degree of our 
perfectun, that though wee be but men, yet we liue as it were the 
very life of G o p. Homo homini Deus. 


Our perfettion then reſiding ſtill in heawen, the throne of our God, 


and the earth but his footſtoole; as his Doctrine doth teach him 
for our ſupreame Truth, ſo our Praiers muſt confeſſe him for our 
Soueraigue good, and our Faith from aboue belaying our happines,

As all things in Nature do tend to ſome End, ſo that Exd, as 
1A perfection to that for which ir worketh, is only attaind vu- 
ro by apt and fit me ani. That which moderates fitneſſe and forme 
in working, wee tearme Natures Law, by which as by rules, the 
world & al things therein are diſtinguiſtit & ſtinted, which limi- 
tation is both the peſcttim and preſernation of the things thẽſelues. 
Megſure therefore that workes by preporrious is the way to perfec- 
tion, And ſince nothing doth — through the too much or 
too litle of that the due proportioned meaſure whereof doth giue 
perfectun : Meaſure js likewiſe the preſernation of all thinges, for to 
propottions, & xceſſe and defetts are oppoſites, I'vs Ti c then be- 
ing the foreconceiued exdofal actions, is preſcribed by Lawes, & 
. by megſures which being the heauenly charge of earth- 
y Princes, ſets forth & limits beſides their Preheminence,their ſa- 
cred Prerogatines, qualities tranſcending their roial humane ſub- 
ſtance; for it is ſa ide they are Gods iniregard of Iwſice, but theyr 
perſons muſt die like men. Now Iuſtice as it is either Theorick or 
Praftick, being Diftributiue or Commatatiue; the Commutatine part 


encludeth Jaſigue:whoſe Ends are Equity and Equality, in ſupply- 
ing nece in the vie of Goodneſſe, either by bartering CN. 
dies for ¶ ¶Mlities, or by ſome mids or meanes certaine and indif- 
fent to prevtent aduantage. The Ends therefore of Traffique being 


Equity in Inflice, and Equality in Commodities, and the vie Exchange, 
the Madum is by conſent of all Nations cald Now as 
the flaxdarids of truth in all kind of meaſuret, for generallwiFice like 
Vrim and Thummim, ate onely Princes charge, to giue 3 
weight and content, length and breadth to all proportions: ſo 
the coyning of Money, and valuation of it by their abſolute po-

Traffique then being thus made the hand that laies out all men 
their worke, prouides all mentheir food, and paies all men their 
fees, ought at all hands to be ſeriouſly ſupported, thatthus ſup- 


portes both Prince and people, and all: And her willing diſturbers 
and witting peruerters , held enemies te Order; that's to ſay, to 
God and Nature. 

And ſince in all Actions the ſafeſt path to walke in, and ſureſt 
rule to woorke by, is to follow Nature, the patterne laide out by 
the God of all Order: the way from Error to truth, and from confu- 
fionto ferfectium, muſt begin with proportions, til we come to that 
End, which is able and ſufficient to perfect and preſerue all our 
worldly happineſſe.
